The California State Park Commission 
held a hearing at San Diego on the 
question of continuing grazing permits 
in CGuyamaca State Park, Yodeler 
readers will remember that this park 
suffers from serious over-erazing. A 
grazing contract renewable yearly for 
five years has just been abandoned af~ 
ter only one year of use, The Commis- 
sion was urged to refuse to lease the 
grazing for the remaining four years;
